DISAPPEARS 

Weird Things Happen 


But Most of the Old Color of 
Election’s Gone | 


Sharp Rivalries at the Polls 
Keep Things Alive 


BY 8S. FRED HOGUE 
The automobile and the desk 
telephone have commercialized 
election day. Much of the ro- 
mance and most of the picturesque 


features have disappeared—but 
not all. 

The dead atill return occasion- 
ally to cast their votes, right here 
in Los Angeles;'and at least one 
ballot-box took wings on San 
Julian street yesterday morning, 
and, phantom-like, soared away. 

here is a suspicion that some 
one succeeded in interesting A. 
Conan Doyle in our California elec- 
tions. 

How else could the dead come 
back and zinc ballot-boxes melt 
away into a gray smoke? 

Twenty years ago—before the 
saloon went out of politics and the 
women came in-—I covered the 
polling places for The Times on 
election day. Yesterday I went 
around fn an auto to see whether 
the same old game was played in 
the same old way. 

The rounder was gone; but in his 
place were paid workers with arms 
full of election propaganda. They 
averaged four to the precinct, and 
at least half of them were women. 

At least 3000 automobiles were 
also in service, most of them paid 
for. Those automobiles and paid 
workers for the 800 city precincts 
about $60,000—and somebody 
pa 


I stopped and chatted with the 
professional patriots at at least a 
dozen polling-places. But I found 
them not at all interested in the 
result—with the exception of the 
volunteer workers for the chiro- 
practorse. They were fearfully in 
earnest. But the others cared only 
for the $5 that they were to re- 
ceive at the end of the day. 

At least one-third of those who 
cast their ballots were carried to 
the polls in hired automobiles. 
But, from some chance remarks I 
heard, I suspect that a good many 
who rode in Woolwine machines 
voted for Richardson, and _ vice 
versa, 

SHARP RIVALRIES 

Down in the territory east of 
Main street and north of Jefferson, 
extending over to the river, there 
was a lively rivalry between two 
colored Richardson-Woolwine fac- 
tions. Some friction was also oc- 
casioned by the bitter contest be- 
tween the bankers and the barris- 
ters over the so-called attorney's 
bill. The sidewalks in front of 
many polling-places were fairly 
plastered with stickers advising the 
electors to vote against the “Law- 
yer'’s Biil.” 

And at some places lawyers who 
had come to vote remained to walk 
up and down, stamping on the 
dodgers and exhorting those who 
came to vote: “Swat the banking 
trust.”’ 

I found paid workers passing out 
literature in favor of the water 
and power act, and other paid 
workers passing out cards against 
it, and I wondered who paid. 

Down in what was once the old 
Eighth Ward, the territory north 
of First street and east of Main, 
over the river, the romance and 
the shame of modern politics had 
departed. The election in “de Ate” 
was a drab affair. While the popu- 
lation of the district has doubled 
in twenty years, the number of 
polling-places and of voters has 
been cut about In half. 

is section is now the foreign 
quarter of Los Angeles and prob- 
ably not more than one resident 
in five has a right to vote. In this 
district the election officials were 
having a strenuous time explaining 
the intricacies of the ballot to nat- 
uralized citizens who had very hazy 
ldeas as to what it was all about. 

Over in the edge of Boyle 
Heights there is a polling-place in 
what is termed the bootlegger’s 
precinct, and the workers there 
were trying to persuade all who 
would [sten that light wine and. 
beer were the only issue of the 
campaign. 

Down at 778 San Julian street one 
of the women election officials as. 
sured me that the ballot-box dis- 
appeared very mysteriously shortly 
after the polls opened. There was 
a dispute about it on the board, 
the men trying to hush the mat- 
ter uP. 

Rut the woman refused to be 
silenced. She said the ballot box 
was missing, and that it was either 
stolen or vanished in the air. A new 
ballot box had been secured. 

On the street I heard that a cry 
of fire had been raised, that all in- 
side rushed out; and when they 
returned the ballot box was miss- 


ing. 
“DEAD MAN” VOTES 


At one Central-avenue precinct 
an excited colored citizen was tell- 
ing the paid workers about “How 
de dead done come back to vote 
here dis mornin’.” 

“I had jest come out from be- 
hind the curtain,” he explained, 
“when I heard one of dem election 
officials call the name of William 
Peters; an’ I see a white man sit- 
ting there writing his name.” 

“I step up to him an’ I aay, 
"Well, Billy Peters, I done didn't 
expect you all come back to vote. 
Jes’ two weeks ago Friday I was at 
you all’s funeral.’ 

“What white man jes give one 
look like a scared rabbit an’ beat 
it. He didn’t even wait to vote.” 

I suspected that the old game of 
following the death notices § for 
two weeks before the election is 
still being played. 

Despite the automobile and the 
desk telephone, however, the per 
cent of the vote cast was no heavier 
than twenty years ago. 

Electors have either grown lazy 
and lost interest in the exercise of 
the franchise, or they have come 
to expect to be transported to the 
polls.

519. Lineberger led Randall in 
early returns by about 400 votes.

Wiseacres Who Never Stray 
From Home Responsible 


Finds Celifernia Friendliest 
"State of Them All 


By a Reformed Middle Westerner 

When I used to live back in the 
Middle West I knew a tot about 
California's overweening favorit- 
ism for its native sons. I'd never 
been in California, or within fif- 
teen hundred miles of it, but I 
knew all about it, because it was 
common knowledge back there. 
Everybody knew it. A man 


couldn't go into the most sequest- |" 


ered country store and remark 
that California seemed to be a 
corking place but someone -— or 
everyone—would hasten to say: 

“Yep, cure is a wonderfut State. 
Fut a stranger hasn't any more 
chance out there than a snow- 
flake in Yuma. It's all for the 
native son,” 

There's nothing a man who 
everiastingly sticks at home likes 
to snow cft like his kncwledge of 
distant pleces. I've known lots of 
men back in “Empory” or “To- 
peky” vho never hati been out- 
side their native State who could 
talk about furrin #0 au- 
theritatively and voluminously 
you'd sure think they'd traveled 
there, provid you'd never been 
there yourself. And California was 
always one of their standbys. They 
might occasionally show a tremor 
of uncertainty in talking about 
Angora or Tibet or Timbuctoo, 
but when it came to Culifornia 
they were on sure ground. . 


NOT A CHANCE 


“It's too bad,” they'd say, shak- 
ine their wise heads sadly. “It's 
the greatest State in the Unton 


in a swt of ways. Opportunities |. 


everywhere. But they don't let 
anybody grab ‘em except the ne- 
tive sons. You or med go out 
there and starve to death.” . 

I have no idea how many peo- 
ple are deterred from coming out 
here by warnings like that—warn- 
ings given by people who never 
have dared to venture out of the 
States in which they are native 
sons, for fear they will starve 
among strangers. But I'll admit it 
deterred me for a few years. In 
fact, it was not until I required a 
émall part of that stupendous 
nerve and confidence which be- 
came a nationall asset as a result 
of the World War—I mean the 
nerve of the two million who went 
over, of course, not that of the 
rofiteers—that I finally decided 
o come West, and then only after 
I had looked for a job in vain 
back in the old home State. 


THE BUBBLE BREAKS 
Did I fee myself ucky when I 
landed in a good position three 
days after I reached Los Angeles’? 
You bet I did. I felt like cele- 
brating. So when I saw in the 
paper that a society of people 
from my old home State was going 
to picnic at Sycamore Grove I 
went there. Those visitors from 
home, I thought, would be sur- 
prised to see that such a new- 
comer as myself had caught on. 
out here where nobody but the 
native son ever gets a chance. 
And when I got there I was 
amazed. here were about 2000; 
people, all from the old home 
State, but they weren't just visit- 
ors. They liv here, and ali 
seemed to be doing nicely, thank 
you— just as nicely as if they were 
native sons. One was a member 
of Congress from California, a 
dozen were men I'd read of in the 
papers, and when it came to loving 
California they were just about as 
loyal as any native sons you ever 
saw. They were certainly sons, no 
matter how un-native, and in pri- 
vate conversations I learned they 
all intended to be loyal sons of 
Southern California till they died, 
and then wanted to be buried here. 
They spent that whole blessed aft- 
ernoon talking about what a ‘ine 
State the old home State was—but 
not a darned one of ‘em wanted to 
go back to live. 


FINDS MANY MORE 


I n discovered that similar 
soci representing every State 
in the Union, held similar meet- 


ings at Sycamore Grove continu- 
al Some Saturday afternoons 
two or three societies at once had 
to meet there. there being more 
such societies than there are Satur- 
daye in the year. And all those 
societies were made up of people 
just like the ones I met at that 
first picnic—folks who loved -the 
old home States and California, 
too—but preferred to live fn Cali- 
ng ee: because it had been better 
m. 

Evér since then I've been taking 
mental note of similar evidence, 
and now, as one who previously 
slandered this good State, I want 
to publicly bump my head three 
times against the und and take 
it all back. I've found California 
the friendliest and most generous 


who comes here in the right spirit,: 
to work, to build and to live right. 
It loves its native sons, yes. We'd 
have darned little use for it if it 
didn’t. But it is such a great 
State, with so much work to be 
done, 80 much room for clean and 
willing hands and so much more 
progress to create opportunity 
than most of the dear old States 
we left behind can boast, that both

SAW HER AGAIN

the murder, Albert saw Mrs. Phil- 
lips again.
